W hen the Bank of Benton was reo r­ 
ganized by stockholders of the Benton 
B ank $72,000 of the debt w as 
paid 
from the assets of the old bank, 
and 
since then $10,000 more 
has 
been 
paid, leaving 
a balance 
of 
$73,000 
and there is now on hand fo r d istri­ 
bution about $7000. 
Suit was 
filed 
ag a in st the bondsmen last 
October 
and a ju ry in Cape G irardeau 
county 
returned a verdict in 
favor 
of the 
county for $75,000.92, which included 
some accrued interest. 
Motion for 
new trial was overruled by 
Judge 
F ran k Kelly and the defendants a p ­ 
pealed to the suprem e court. 
Mr. M ontgom ery stated th a t no in

Buyers should not expect to be able to purcha.sc a ifood mattre.ss at an 
extrem ely low price. 
The cost of cotton filling!: material alone would make 
it impossible for the manufacturer to make such a mattress. 
Nor 
should 
buyers expect a mattre.ss to last a lifetime, no m atter how much money is 
paid for it. 
The siqiposition that mattresses last a life-time is a fallacy. A 
}^ood mattress will Rive a number of years of relible service— tht* most that 
should he eTxpected of it. 


It has been the exi)erienc(‘ of The Better Business 
Bureau 
that 
the 
purpose of some firms in advtu’tisinK mattresses for .‘t?5 or $(> is merely to 
attract customers into the stoi’e in an attempt to switch them 
to higher 
priced mattresses. If a sore insiss that a manufacturer make up .some m at­ 
tresses to be shown at a low price, that manufacturer is forced to fill 
the 
m attresses with more or less undesirable 
material. 
The 
low’ 
w’holesale 
price he receives prhoibits any other course of action. 


To protect the public in their purchases 
of mattresses. 
The 
Better 
Business Bureau has invited mattress manufacturers to use 
a 
proposed 
standard label and to agree to definite standards for indicating the

tress content on this label.

profitable to keep, but hard to 
dis 
cover when ordinary methods of cull­ 
ing are employed. 
Now these “border line" fowls re­ 
quire 
just 
much care ami equip­ 
ment as their more profitable sisters, 
(’are and equipment represent part oi 
the investment on which a profit must 
be 
paid. 
It 
becomes 
self-evident, 
therefore, that very many such fowls 
will cause a serious cut in the 
pei 
centage of profit 
returned on 
each 
dollar of capital invested. 
But 
the 
question is how to convict the offend­ 
ers of their shortcomings. 
1 know of 
but one certain way and that is 
to 
keep books on the whole lot of them 
and in a short while you will 
know 
beyond peradventure or doubt which 
are the egg layers and which are des­ 
tined for a speedy trip to the mar­ 
ket. 
Trap-nesting, in short, is the one 
sure method of determining exactly 
how much each 
hen 
is laying 
and 
whether or not she is going to 
be 
worth keeping 
on 
the 
job. 
Such 
knowledge is of especially great im­ 
portance to the breeder of fine pedi-j 


soon as the desired purpose has been 
definitely achieved, another 
section 
can he put through the course and so 
,,n until a dependable record has been 
made for every hen in the flock. This 
record not only serves to indicate the 
best layers, 
but 
is an 
invaluable 
guide for the selection 
of breeding 
stock. 
A flock should he trap nested toi 
twelve months to tell accurately just 
what each individual hen is capable 
>1' doing in egg production, 
lo tiap- 
nest for three months and multiply 
by four, does not give an 
accurate 
yearly record. 
And now, just a 
word 
about 
the 
mechanics of trap-nesting. 
A 
trap 
nest, as everyone knows, is one equip­ 
ped to hold a hen captive when she 
nters it to lay. F.ach hen in the flock 
has a numbered leg band on one of 
her legs, and before she is released, 
if she has layed, her number is 
put 
down on a daily record sheet, indicat 
mg that she layed that day. 
After 
i hen lays in n nest, she has to be re­ 
leased bv an attendant and the nest 
left 
open 
ready 
tor another hen. 
Home-made nests of this kind 
are 
easily constructed, although space is 
lacking in this article for giving defi­ 
nite instructions as to how it is done. 
I here are many ready-made forms of 
trap nests that give satisfaction and 
are reasonably priced. 
Some manu­ 
facturers simply furnish a front with 
the trap mechanism attached. 
It can 
easily be fitted to a suitable form of 
home-made 
nest.

trap nests during the normally busy 
hours of the day, which are usually 
from 8 to 11 a. m. 
They should be 
visited once every 
hour,

during the forenoon. 
The use of trap nests enables the

At a meeting of 150 men at 
the 
court house Saturday morning, which 
delegation represented 39 of the 
47 
school districts in 
Scott County, 
it 
was voted to accept a 
compromise 
from the bondsmen of the old Benton 
Bank in settlement for money on de­ 
posit for the schools of the county. 
Prosecuting Attorney M. E. Mont­ 
gomery presided at the meeting and 
stated that when the bank closed 
in 
May, 1927, there was 
public 
funds 
therein to the extent 
of 
$156,000. 
When the Bank of Benton was reor­ 
ganized by stockholders of the Benton 
Bank $72,000 of the debt was 
paid 
from the assets of the old bank, and 
since then $10,(XM) more 
has 
been 
paid, leaving 
a balance 
of 
$73,000 
and there is now on hand for distri­ 
bution about $7000. 
Suit was 
filed 
against the bondsmen last 
October 
and a jury in Cape Girardeau county 
returned a verdict in 
favor 
of the 
county for $75,000.92, which included 
some accrued interest. 
Motion for a 
new trial was overruled by 
Judge 
Frank Kelly and the defendants ap­ 
pealed to the supreme court. 
Mr. Montgomery stated that no in- 
climation to compromise had been in­ 
dicated until after the suit was tiled, 
and that the proposition now offered 
by the bondsmen would be about 
84 
per cent of the total amount involved. 
He stated that before counsel for the 
plaintiffs would act they thought 
it 
advisable to call the people 
togeth­ 
er and get an expression from them. 
R. L .Ward, attorney for the bonds­ 
men, said the ca*e might be drawn 
out in the courts for years and even 
then there might be a reversal of the 
first decision, with a new trial with 
another jury. 
He told of the defend­ 
ants raising $47,000, 
which 
made 
possible the realizing of $82,000 
of 
the county funds. 
He 
reviewed 
the 
bank failures in Scott County, saying 
theie have been 31 so far this year 
in Missouri. 
Farmers have not been 
able to pay and banks could not col­ 
lect. 
The proposition of 
the 
bondsmen 
was $40,000 in cash, the bank fixtures, 
carried at $.300, and the bank build 
ing and the dwelling erected by Ar­ 
thur Chrismon. 
R. E. Bailey, legal counsel for the 
Sikeston school district, said 
he felt 
the Sikeston district should fall 
in 
line with the other districts of 
the 
county .and that while the plaintiffs 
bad won by a nine-man verdict, yet 
there is a chance for reversal in cas­ 
es. 
He was of the opinion that some 
loss could easily be sustained in order

When a representative of The Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau called and purchased the mattress, the salesperson confident­ 
ially informed the representative that the mattress was not good—that it 
was filled with the dirt and sweepings from the floor of the 
factory and 
that the workmen had tramped in this dirt with their feet , etc. 
He 
at­ 
tempted to sell a higher priced mattress wih the same label attached to it. 


Buyers should not expect to be able to purchase a good mattress at an 
extremely low price. The cost of cotton filling material alone would make 
it impossible for the manufacturer to make such a mattress. Nor should 
buyers expect a mattress to last a lifetime, no matter how much money is 
paid for it. The supposition that mattresses last a life-time is a fallacy. A 
good mattress will give a number of years of relible service— the most that 
should be expected of it. 


It has been the experience of The Better Business 
Bureau 
that the 
purpose of some firms in advertising mattresses for $5 or $6 is merely to 
attract customers into the store in an attempt to switch them 
to higher 
priced mattresses. If a sore insiss that a manufacturer make up some mat­ 
tresses to be shown at a low price, that manufacturer is forced to fill 
the 
mattresses with more or less undesirable 
material. 
The 
low 
wholesale 
price he receives prhoibits any other course of action. 


To protect the public in their purchases of mattresses, The 
Better 
Business Bureau has invited mattress manufacturers to use 
a 
proposed 
standard label and to agree to definite standards for indicating the 
mat­ 
tress content on this label. Most of them have already agreed 
to do so. 
This plan will be put into effect in the near future. Watch for detailed an­ 
nouncements.

His mind pictured two boyt, 01 some 
where round eighteen years of age 
setting forth from the little home town 
of Kansas City, nestling at the con 
fluence of the Missouri and the Kaw 
A year later Cal Warren was whack 
tot bulls on the Santa Fe trail while 
tha other, William Harris, was holding 


the reins ovei four plunging horses 
rs he tooled a lumbering Concord stage 
over the trail from Omaha to the little 
•amp called Denver. 


It was five years before their trails 
crossed again. 
Cal Warren was the 
first of the two to ved, and be had 
cstahlMied a post along the trail, a 
rambling structure of ’dobe. poles and 
sod, and there conducted the business 
of "Two f< * One,” : calling Impossible 
and unknown In any other tlrun that 
day ami place 
The long hull trains were in sight 
from horizon to horizon every hour of 
the day. The grind of the gravel wore 
down I tie hoofs of the unshod oxen, 
and when footsore they could not go 
on. 
One sound bull for two with

likelihood, however, there are still a 
num ber of hens left which ate on the 
border line or just below it: either 
they consume as much in food as they 
pay hock in eggs or just a little 
hit 
more. 
In either case, they are 
un­ 
profitable to keep, but hard to 
dis 
cover when ordinary methods of cull­ 
ing are employed. 
Now these “ border line" fowls re-1 
quire 
just as much care and equip­ 
m ent as their more profitable sisters, 
( ’are and equipm ent represent part of 
the investment on which a profit m u s t! 
be 
paid. 
It 
becomes 
self-evident, 
therefore, that very many su< h fowls 
will cause a serious cut in the 
per i 
centage of profit 
returned on 
each! 
dollar of capital invested. 
Hut 
the 
question is how to convict the offend-1 
ers of then shortcomings. 
I know of 
but one certain way und that is 
toj 
keep books on the whole lot of them 
ami in a short while you will 
know , 
beyond peradventure or doubt which i 
ate the egg layers anil which are des­ 
tined for a speedy trip to the m a r­ 
ket. 
T rap nesting, in short, is the on« 
sure method of determ ining e 


non as the desired purpose has b een 1 
definitely achieved, another 
section| 
• an be put through the course nn«l so! 
n until a dependable record has been 
made for every him in the flock. 
This 
record not only serves to indicate the 
best layers, 
but 
is an 
invaluable 
guide for the .««lection 
*»f brei*ding 
stock. 
A 
flock should be trap nested fol 
twelve months to tell accurately just 
a hat each individual h«*n is «apable 
nf «bong in egg pro«lucti«»n. 
lo trap- 
nest for thr«*«* months ami multiply 
by four, <l«»e* not give an 
accurate 
yearly record. 
Ami now, just a 
word 
about 
the 
mechanic* of trap-ne«ting. 
A 
trap 
nest, as everyone knows, is on«* equip­ 
ped to hold a hen captive when she 
nters it to lay. Each hen in the flock 
has a numl»ered leg ban«l on one of 
het legs, and before she is released, 
if she has layed, her num ber is 
put 
down on a «iaily recor«i she«‘t, indicat 
ing th at *h<> layed that day. 
Aftei 
i hen lays in a nest, she has to be re­ 
leased by an attem lant and the nest 
left 
open 
ready 
for another hen. 
Home-made nests of this kind 
are 
easily constructe«!, although apace is 
lacking in this article for giving defi­ 
nite instructi«*ns a« to how it is done. 
I hen* are many ready-mad«* forms of 
trap n***t* that give satisfaction ami 
are reasonably priced. 
Some manu- 
facturers simply furnish a front with 
the trap mechanism attached. 
It can 
easily la* fitted to a suitable form of 
hom«*-ma«le 
nest. 
Numbered 
leg 
bamls for identifying the
